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Combination of Returnees, Excellent Recruiting Classes 


Most coaches would like to face the difficult decisions 
Nebraska wrestling coach Tim Neumann will encounter this 
season. 

With four consecutive recruiting classes in the top six 
nationally, the Huskers are loaded with talent. However, such 
talent also leayes Neumann with some hard choices on who to 
put on the mat this winter. 

"When you combine the guys who redshirted last year with 
the guys who competed last season it makes for a nice mixture,” 
Neumann said. "We have more quality depth than we've ever 
had at Nebraska. When I say quality depth, I mean having guys 
as backups who are capable of being All-Americans." 

If the talented squad performs to its potential, the Huskers 
could be primed for a run at a second Big Eight title in three 
seasons and a top-five finish at the national meet. Nebraska is 
led by seven returning starters, with six of them owning NCAA 
tournament experience. 

Leading the way is Nebraska's lone senior, 126-pounder 
Steve Baer. A year ago, Baer finished with a 27-17 record and 
fell just one match short of earning All-America honors, 
Neumann expects better things from Baer this season. 

"With the work he's put in this summer, Steve is capable of 
challenging for the top three in the nation,” Neumann said. "He 
is probably 50 percent better than he was at the end of last 
season just because of the work he put in this summer." 

In addition to Baer, Nebraska returns two juniors and four 
sophomores who started last season. 142-pounder Mike 
Eierman was a part-time starter last season, posting a record of 
19-5. Eierman earned All-America honors as a freshman in 
1993, finishing fifth at the NCAA Championships and posting 
an overall mark of 30-14. 

"Mike started off great last year and was wrestling like he had 
ashotat the national title," Neumannsaid. "Then he had a really 
bad experience with a death of some close friends which hurt 
him mentally and emotionally and he never came back from it. 
He's put that behind him and he is as focused as he's ever been. 
Heis capable of winning the national championship thisseason.” 

Nebraska's other junior returnee is 167-pounderChad Nelson, 
Nelson was having a good sophomore season at 20-9, when he 
suffered a season-ending knee injury in the National Duals. 
Fully recovered from that injury, Nelson is expected to contend 
for All-America honors this year. 

"Chad getting hurt, not only set him back, but our team as 
well," Neumann said. "He had a disappointing season for him, 
but he came back really fast from knee surgery. He was back on 
the mat in about three months and he has improved both his 
strength and technique.” 

The Huskers have an outstanding group of sophomores who 
had excellent freshman campaigns. The group is led by 
heavyweight Tolly Thompson who broke the Nebraska record 
for victories by a freshman, as he posted a 38-13 record. Neumann 
is expecting much bigger things from Thompson this year- 

"Tolly has to have a goal of winning the national title this 
year," Neumann said. “Heavyweight is probably the best 
weight class in terms of returning competitors. You have at 
least five outstanding guys in that class. If Tolly can visualize 
himself being a national champion and have the confidence to 
do it, he is physically as capable as anyone we've ever had." 

Three other sophomore starters return in Temoer Terry 
(150), Jason Kraft (158) and Ryan Tobin (190). Terry posted a 
21-16 record last season, wasa Big Eight runner-up and qualified 
for the NCAA Championships. 


“Temoer has made the biggest jump in one season of anyone 
we've ever had in our program,” Neumann said. "He's huge for 
the weight and he's unbelievably powerful and explosive. He 
is 10 points better than he was at the end of last season. He is 
capable of challenging for three consecutive national titles.” 

Kraft was also a Big Eight runner-up and national qualifier 
last season and posted a 26-13 overall mark, 

"Krafthad a greatrecord fora freshman lastseason,” Neumann 
said. "Any freshman we've had who has had that type of record 
has gone on to become a three-time All-American. He could 
challenge for a top four spot in the country." 

Tobin was the Huskers’ most versatile wrestler a year ago, 
shifting between 177 and 190 and posting a 22-22 record. This 
season he will concentrate his time at 190. 

“The durability Ryan showed as a true freshman wrestling 
190, when he was realistically a 167-pounder, speaks well for 
his future," Neumann said, "I anticipate him making a run at 
being an All-American this season at 190 pounds,” 

Three other lettermen return for the Huskers, including 
sophomores Darin Giese (118) and Jason Reitmeier (134) and 
junior Joe Stephens (142), 

Giese started at 118 for much of his freshman season in 1992- 
93, posting a 19-17 record. Last year Giese redshirted and 
posted a 12-8 record in open competition. 

"Giese was thrown to the wolvesasa true freshman," Neumann 
said. "One weekend he had to wrestle the top four guys in the 
country. He has improved as much as anyone in the last two 
years. We are counting on big things from Darin. He has to be 
our sparkplug and get things started,” 

Reitmeier is the likely starter at 134 pounds. Last season he 
backed up two-time Big Eight champion Frank Velazquez and 
posted an 18-9 record. 

"Reitmeier is probably the most decorated recruit we've ever 
had as far as credentials coming, out of high school," Neumann 
said. "He just hasn't had a chance to get in there and go. Fora 
whole year now, he's known he is going to be a 134-pounder 
and he has lifted weights to get bigger." 

Stephens was a starter as a true freshman in 1991-92 and 
participated in the NCAA Championships. He has been a 
valuable backup the past two seasons.

"Joe has been anywhere from 134 to 150 since he's been here," 
Neumann said. "He has settled in at 142 and he looks real 
comfortable there. He has a lot of experience and will doa great 
job if he is in the lineup.” 

Neumann is excited about the group of returning lettermen, 
but said each one of those wrestlers must perform ata high level 
to keep their spot in the lineup. Others contending for starting 
jobs are Brad Canoyer (118-126), Jeramie Welder (126), Mike 
Roller (158), Erik Josephson (167) and Kenny Mbah (177). 

Mbah is one of 15 recruits the Huskers signed lastspring. The 
1994 recruiting class has been ranked third in the nation by two 
separate publications. Coupled with a sixth-ranked class from 
the previous season, NU has outstanding young talent. 

"This year's recruiting class is as good as any we've had,” 
Neumann said, "I can't say that it's better than last year's or the 
year before because those are two pretty darn good classes. 
We'll have to waita few years to see which is the best, but as far 
as attitude and work ethic this is the best class we've had.” 

Neumann said the balance and depth of the team is as good 
as any he's had in his 10 seasons as Nebraska's head man. 

“We are going to be solid at every single weight," Neumann 
said. "We are going to be great at probably seven. Thatis going 
to make us a very hard team to beat in duals and by the end of 
the year we hope to have seven or eight guys ready to challenge 
for at least All-America honors.” 

Neumann hopes that depth also translates into a patential 
conference title and a high finish at the NCAA Championships. 

“Our goal this season is to win the Big Eight and finish in the 
top five at nationals," Neumann said. "That is going to be hard 
to do because there are four or five teams that are really solid, 
so being in the top five is going to bea heck of a chore, especially 
with this young of a team. And to win the Big Eight we have to 
be capable of being in the top five at nationals.” 

Nebraska has extra motivation this season after a 
disappointing 29th place-finish at the 1994 NCAA 
Championships. 

“Our performance at NCAA's motivated everybody to put in 
the best summer Nebraska has ever had," Neumann said. “It is 
also scary because it reminded me of the feelings | had when we 
firststarted the program here in the late '70's. You think you are 
pretty good and then you go to nationals and things fall apart. 
It is incredible to see how close you are to having that happen 
at any time. If anything, we are overdoing it in preparation to 
make sure it doesn't happen again." 

The Huskers have an outstanding home schedule this season 
as they host both the National Duals and Big Eight 
Championships at the Nebraska Coliseum. The Duals are set 
for Jan. 21-22, and the conference meet will be held on Sunday, 
March 5. The NCAA Championships will be held at the 
University of lowa's Carver-Hawkeye Arena on March 16-18. 

Neumann believes having two big meets suchas the National 
Duals and the Big Eight Championships at home could be a 
distinct advantage. 

"We feel having a big meet like the Big Eights at home could 
give us 10 more points than if we were on the road," Neumann 
said. "That could be the difference between winning the 
conference title and finishing second.” 

Though Nebraska is still a young team with a bright future, 
Neumann isn't counting his team out of anything this season. 

"Next year we are obviously going to be better than we are 
this year,” Neumann said. “But we aren't looking at this as a 
setup year for the next three. We are looking to get everything 
we can out of it.”

Just a decade ago, the Nebraska wrestling program was not 
mentioned among the nation’s elite. However, since that time 
the Husker program has become a national leader on the mat, 
in recruiting and in the classroom. Coinciding with the 
Huskers’ rise in prominence has been the coaching career of 
head coach Tim Neumann. 

Neumann enters his 10th season at the helm of the Huskers 
as the winningest coach in NU history, with 115 career wins and 
a .709 winning percentage. He has led Nebraska to its highest 
NCAA finish, a third-place effort in 1993, and its first confer- 
erice crown since 1949, also in 1993. 

Nebraska had a sparkling 10-2 dual record in 1993, including 
victories over each of the former “Big Four” in collegiate 
wrestling: lowa, Iowa State, Oklahoma and Oklahoma State. 
The wins over lowa and Oklahoma State were the first in 
Neumann’s career, Neumann became the only coach in school 
history with victories over each of those four schools and the 
1993 squad also became the first NU team to defeat those four 
schools in the same season. 

The Huskers slipped slightly last season, finishing third in 
the Big Eight and 29th nationally. However, the Huskers 
remained one of the nation's top dual teams with a 12-6 mark 
and a fifth-place finish at the National Duals. 

Husker 118-pounder Scott Gonyo finished sixthat118 pounds 
at the NCAA Championships, giving Neumann a total of 21 
national award winners, Included in that list are two 126- 
pound national champions, Tony Purler in 1993, and Jason 
Kelber in 1990. Last season, Neumann also coached Frank 
Velazquez to asecond-straight 134-pound Big Eight title, bring- 
ing his total to 10 league champions. 

Neumann’s first milestone year came in 1990, when his fifth 
Husker squad turned in a performance similar to 1993, In 
guiding NU to a 21-2-1 dual record, a second-place Big Eight 
finish and a fifth-place showing at the NCAA Championships, 
Neumann’s work did not go unnoticed. The 1989 Big Eight 
Coach-of-the-Year, he earned his second consecutive confer- 
ence award and went on to share Amateur Wrestling News’ 
National Coach-of-the-Year honors with Oklahoma State's Joe 
Seay. 

Neumann joined the Husker staff in 1983 as an assistant 
under Bob Fehrs and helped guide the Huskers to.a sixth-place 
finish at the 1983 NCAA Championships and a then-all-time 
best fourth place at the 1984 national tournament. 

With the NCAA champion Scherr brothers, Bill and Jim, lost 
to graduation in 1984, the 1984-85 team struggled to an 8-14 
season before Neumann took over as head coach in the fall of 
1985, 

As the interim coach in 1985-86, Neumann led Nebraska to a 
12th-place finish at the NCAA meet and a 16-5 dual record, the 
best mark ever compiled by a first-year NU wrestling coach, 
and the then-third best record in Nebraska history. 

In 1986-87, he coached Nebraska to its first dual win over 


Oklahoma since 1949. Since then, wins over Oklahoma have 
become commonplace as Neumann owns a 7-2-1 record against 
the Sooners, including six consecutive victories. 

In 1987, the Huskers topped off the season with a 14th-place 
finish at the NCAA Tournamentas Gil Sanchez became only the 
sixth Husker to reach the NCAA finals, For his efforts, Neumann 
finished fourth in AWN's Rookie Coach-of-the-Year balloting. 

After an injury-plagued 1987-88 season ended with a 39th- 
place finish at the NCAA meet, Neumann brought the Huskers 
back into the national picture in 1989, Nebraska finished the 
season ranked No.9 in AWN’s final dual poll, the highest finish 
since the 1984 team finished fifth, The Huskers jumped to 17th 
place at the national meet, which marked the biggest one- 
season improvement by any of the Top 25 teams that year. In 
that season the Huskers defeated Iowa State for the first time in 
35 tries. Neumann has since posted three more wins over ISU. 

Following the milestone year in 1990, an injury-riddled 1991 
season resulted in a 10th-place finish at nationals. However, 
Neumann coached his first national champion when 126- 
pounder Kelber captured the title. 

In what was expected to be a rebuilding season, Nebraska 
finished a surprising 11 thin the nation in 1992, setting the stage 
for the 1993 accomplishments. 

Neumann has also become recognized as one of the nation's 
top recruiters. Neumann’s freshman class this season was 
ranked third by AWN. The Huskers signed 11 prep All- 
Americans, the most any school has signed in one season. 
Neumann’s 1986 and 1992 classes were also ranked third, while 
his 1988 class was second. Overall, the Huskers have put 
together five consecutive top-10 classes, and seven overall 
under Neumann. 

Husker wrestlers are also successful in the classroom under 
Neumann. Six Huskers have earned Academic All-America 
honors in the past four years and the NU program boasts one of 
the nation's top graduation rates over the past decade. 

Neumann originally came to Nebraska from Northern Michi- 
gan with Fehrs and completed his collegiate eligibility with the 
Huskers. In his only season with NU, he led the team to its first 
winning season in five years, The 1979-80 team captain, 
Neumann was 27-5 as a senior and qualified for the NCAA 
Championships, but was unable to compete because of two 
broken ribs. 

A native of Peshtigo, Wis., Neumann graduated from Ne- 
braska in 1980, with a bachelor’s degree in physical education. 
Before joining the NU staff, Neumann spent two seasons as 
head coach at Plainville (Kan.) High School. 

Neumann is married to the former Kay LaBumbard of Rapid 
River, Mich. The Neumanns have three children, 10-year-old 
daughter Chelsea and two sons, Clint, 7, and Chase, 2.

A Conversation With Coach Tim Neumann 


Why do you enjoy coaching wrestling at Nebraska? 

“L think it is every coach’s dream to be able to coach at their 
alma mater. With the support our administration has given us 
over the years, ithas allowed our staff to put together a program 
that has a good balance between academic and athletic empha- 
sis. Weare the only Division I wrestling program in the state so 
we have the entire state’s support both financially and in terms 
of spectators.” 


What is your general coaching philosophy? 

“T want my student-athletes to understand the value of a 
great education as well as a first-class experience in their 
wrestling career. [ truly believe that a wrestler in this program 
should be well-versed in all aspects of wrestling. This includes 
freestyle, Greco-Roman and the collegiate style of wrestling. I 
believe that our athletes should be the best-conditioned and 
mostexciting wrestlers in the nation. We try to strengthen what 
our new people bring in with them and we try to educate them 
in areas where they may have weaknesses.” 


How do you feel Nebraska's tradition and expectations 
have changed in the last few years? 

“Any student-athlete that 
comes to the University of Ne- 
braska understands that they 
are part of a program that ex- 
pects to challenge for the Big 
Eight and national champion- 
ships year in and year out. 
This has changed from six or 
seven years ago when we tra- 
ditionally had one or two All- 
Americans a year. Now we 
expect our young men to work 
toward being three and four- 
time All-Americans and na- 
tional champions.” 


What goals do you have 


individual is looked at as a separate case. If a student-athlete 
has demonstrated through the open tournaments and practice 
that he has the potential to be an All-American and is handling 
the academic load well enough, then the possibility of him 
competing for the varsity that year is good.” 


Why is Nebraska a unique place for student-athletes to 
wrestle? 

“Most of the student-athletes in our program are from a 
different part of the country. The level of wrestling in Nebraska 
isimproving, however, we still bring in most of our people from 
out of state, Since we have so many out-of-state wrestlers, they 
seem to bond together and form a very tight family. This helps 
student-athletes make the transition from high school to college 
in their first year.” 


How do you think your excellent home attendance has 
helped your program? 

“Through the years our home crowd has given us a decided 
advantage in several key meets. The best examples are the 1993 
National Duals, when we defeated lowa and Lowa State in the 
same day, and the 1990 Big Eight Championships (second-place 
finish). Both of those meets 
had an electric atmosphere 
and gave me the feeling Ne- 
braska wrestling had reached 
a new level of competition." 


Do you feel the National 
Duals area plus for colle- 
giate wrestling? 

"The National Dual Meet 
Championships give the top 
13 Division I teams an oppor- 
tunity to test their own 
program’s strength against 
each other at mid-season.

What do you expect of wrestlers in your program? 

“First, lexpect our student-athletes to understand the impor- 
tance of their college education. They must find an equitable 
balance between academics and athletics. Next, I expect these 
young men to trust the coaching staff to develop them into the 
type of individual that can handle the pressures that go along 
with being in a big-time wrestling program such as Nebraska. 
Lastly, we expect our wrestlers to commit themselves to excel- 
lence both on and off the mat.” 


What is your philosophy on redshirting freshmen? 
“We like to give our incoming student-athletes a year to 
adjust to the new freedoms they encounter. However, each 


lineup adjustments, workout 
intensity and technical adjust- 
ments by the best coaches in 
wrestling. It also gives the wrestling fan the opportunity to 
witness several of the best dual matches of the season in one 
weekend. We were fortunate to land the National Duals when 
we did. The tournament is still in its infancy and we feel with 
the television exposure, this meet has elevated itself to one of the 
two premier meets during the season, along with the NCAA 
Championships.” 


What are the highlights of your coaching career? 

“The first one that comes to mind is when Jason Kelber and 
Scott Chenoweth became All-Americans in 1988, They were the 
first two athletes recruited during my tenure that gained All- 
America honors. The next one has to be our first win over 
Oklahoma in 1986, with a young and inexperienced squad. The 
last one would be the 1993 season with wins over all of the “Big 
Four” (lowa, Iowa State, Oklahoma and Oklahoma State) and 
also winning the Big Eight title and finishing third at the NCAA 
Championships.”

A key person in the resurgence of 
the Nebraska wrestling program is 
seventh-year assistant Mark Cody, 
who begins his third year as Nebraska's 
top assistant. 

Cody assumed the top assistant 
coaching position in October of 1992. Cody is the man respon- 
sible for the development of the upper weights and recruiting 
the Eastern region of the country. 

The Huskers have had success at the upper weights, through- 
out Cody's coaching career. Last season freshman heavyweight 
Tolly Thompson eclipsed the NU record for frosh victories with 
38 wins. Cody has also been responsible for the development 
of several All-Americans including three-time honorees Corey 
Olson and Scott Chenoweth. Overall, Nebraska has produced 
10 All-Americans and four Big Eight champions in the four 
upper weights during Cody’s six seasons. 

Head Coach Tim Neumann said Cody has been an integral 
part of Nebraska's success in recent years. 

"We've had a lot of success at the upper weights in the past 
few years," Neumann said. “Mark has played a significant role 
in the development of several of our All-Americans like Corey 
Olson, Chris Nelson and Scott Chenoweth. He is one of the 
primary reasons that we are consistently solid at the upper 
weights." 

Before he arrived at Nebraska prior to the 1987-88 season, 
Cody was an assistant coach at Missouri for the 1985-86 season 
and then served as an assistant at Bloomsburg and Oklahoma 
State. 

A three-time collegiate All-American, Cody spent two years 
at the State University of New York and Dehli and then trans- 
ferred to Missouri in 1982. 

Cody earned his bachelor’s degree in business. A member of 
of the New York Athletic Club, Cody was a 198-pound finalist 
at the 1988 U.S. Olympic Trials. 

During his high school career, Cody competed with fellow 
Husker assistant Brad Penrith for the New York Section IV team 
atthe New YorkState Championships. A native of Binghamton, 
N.Y., Cody is single. 


Brad Penrith 
Assistant Coach 
Third Year 


Accomplished international wres- 
tler and NCAA Champion Brad 
Penrith begins his third year as coach 
of the Huskers’ lighter weights. 

Penrith joined the Nebraska staff 
after a one-year stint at Boise State 
University in 1991-92. Prior to that, Penrith served as an 
assistant at Arizona State for two years (1990-91) and as a 
graduate assistant at lowa. 

Penrith competed collegiately for the University of Iowa, 
where he earned All-America honors three times, including a 
national championship at 126 pounds in 1986. Penrith was 
runner-up at that weight in both 1987 and 1988. Originally a 
walk-on, Penrith was also a three-time Big Ten champion for 
the Hawkeyes, including 1986, when he was named Outstand- 
ing Wrestler at the meet. 

Penrith has also been a standout performer for the United 
States at the international level. Last summer, Penrith added a 
bronze medal at the Goodwill Games and a second-place show- 
ing at the U.S. Open to his list of accomplishments. 

Among Penrith’s other international honors area gold medal 
at the 1991 Pan American Games, and a silver medal at the 1991 
World Championships. Penrith was also an alternate for the 
1992 United States Olympic team and in the summer of 1993, 
Penrith added his third national open title to his list of accom- 
plishments, 

Last season, Nebraska's Scott Gonyo earned All-America 
honors at 118 and Frank Velazquez won the Big Eight title at 
134. In two seasons Penrith has helped develop five All- 
Americans and three Big Eight champions. Head Coach Tim 
Neumann said Penrith's impact on the Husker program is 
obvious. 

"Having five All-Americans and three conference champons 
in two seasons speaks for itself," Neumann said. "Brad brings 
excellent coaching skills and experience to our program." 

A native of Windsor, N.Y., Penrith was a four-time state 
medal-winner in high school, and was state champion as a 
sophomore in 1981. Penrith competed with fellow Husker 
assistant Mark Cody on the same sectional team in high school. 
Penrith is married to the former Laura Wood, of Waukee, Iowa.

One of the mostaccomplished wres- 
tlers in Nebraska history, Corey Olson 
will again serve as a volunteer assis- 
tant for the Huskers this season. . 

Olson competed on the mat for the a 
Huskers from 1990-93. He earned All- 

America honors three times, finishing third as a redshirt fresh- 
man in 1990 and placed second in both his junior and senior 
seasons. 

The 177-pound standoutis prominentin the Nebraska record 
books. He ranks third in career victories at NU, as he posted an 


overall mark of 115-28. Included in that total is two 30-win 
seasons in 1990 and 1992, and a 29-4 record as a senior in 1993. 

Olson is one of the most prolific pinners in collegiate history 
and his 67 career falls places him second on the Husker charts, 
just one behind career leader Gary Albright. He also owns three 
of the top six spots on the single-season falls chart, compiling 21, 
19 and 18 falls in three separate seasons. 

In addition to helping out with the Husker upper weights, 
Olson is in charge of the Huskerland Wrestling Club. Orga- 
nized in the summer of 1993, Huskerland is a non-competitive 
club which stresses training, practice techniques and other 
aspects of wrestling, The clubis open to wrestlers of allagesand 
club members in the open division will compete in tournaments 
throughout the season.

Atthe NCAA Championships...1994--Posted a 3-2 record at the 
NCAA meet and fell just one win short of All-America status. 
Baer entered the meet unseeded, but upended 10th seed Dontae 
Smith of Morgan State in the first round, 12-8, Baer dropped a 
hard-fought 6-4 decision to No. 7 seed Chris Russo of Indiana 
in the second round. He bounced back with two consolation 
victories before being eliminated by top-seeded Nick Purler of 
Oklahoma State, 9-3. 

At the Big Eight Championships...1994--Entered the meet as 
the second seed, but lost a 13-4 semifinal decision to Oklahoma 
All-American Shawn Harrison.

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1993-94 Nebraska Season Review 


The 1993-94 Nebraska wrestling season began with a great 
deal of uncertainty. The Huskers faced the task of replacing 
eight departed seniors who led NU to a Big Eight Champion- 
ship and a third-place finish at the NCAA Championships. 

While lacking experience the Huskers certainly weren't short 
on talent. A group of talented young wrestlers quickly showed 
they were capable of keeping Nebraska in the upper echelon of 
collegiate wrestling. 

The Huskers began with impressive performances at the 
Wyoming and Omaha Opens, collecting a combined 11 indi- 
vidual championships. Included in the list was back-to-back 
titles by 142-pounder Mike Eierman and a championship at the 
Omaha Open by Temoer Terry, who also earned Outstanding 
Wrestler honors in his first collegiate action. 

Next up for the Huskers was a trip to the Conference Chal- 
lenge in Ithaca, N.Y. Neumann's squad posted a 2-1 record at 
the meet, defeating Brown and Cornell and losing to Clarion, 

Nebraska then traveled to the prestigious Las Vegas [nvita- 
tional, where the Huskers showed they were deserving of a 
high national ranking. NU finished fifth at the meet with 74.25 
points. Individually, 
five Huskers placed at 
the meet, including 118- 
pounder Scott Gonyo 
who captured a cham- 
pionship with a 9-2 de- 
cision over Oklahoma 
State's Joey Wildasin. 
Other Huskers placing 
at the meet included 
Steve Baer (6th--126), 
Mike Eierman (3rd-- 
142), Temoer Terry (8th- 
-150) and Tolly Thomp- 
son (3rd--Hwt.). 

After a month off 
from competition, the 
Huskers had a busy 
month of January. Ne- 
braska opened the 
month with a dual win 
over Clemson, before 
dropping a contest 
against top-ranked 
Oklahoma State. 

Eleven NU grapplers placed at the Great Plains Open, hosted 
by Nebraska. The Huskers’ lone individual champion was 142- 
pounder Justin Ware, with three other wrestlers earning run- 
ner-up finishes. 

Nebraska defeated nationally-ranked Indiana, 19-16, before 
turning its attention to the National Dual Meet Championships 
at the Nebraska Coliseum, 

The Huskers entered the 16-team meet as the eighth seed, but 
quickly proved they were capable of better things. The Huskers 
opened the meet by dominating Ohio State, 30-10. 

In the quarterfinal round Nebraska faced a rematch against 
top-ranked OSU. Scott Gonyo and Steve Baer both dropped 
heart-breaking, overtime losses as Oklahoma State jumped toa 
6-0 lead. The Cowboys went on to wina hard-fought 23-12 dual, 
but Nebraska had obviously made strides from its previous 
meeting with OSU. 

Nebraska bounced back with victories over Arizona State 


Nebraska senior Frank Velazquez won his second consecutive 134-pound Big Eight 
title in 1994, becoming the first Husker to accomplish that feat since 1981. Velazquez 
posted a 24-3 record last season and had a 49-10 mark for his tivo-year NU career and 
also competed in iva NCAA Championships. 


and Central Oklahoma. Penn State upended the Huskers, 24- 
14, in the consolation semifinals, but NU finished fifth by 
dominating conference rival lowa State, 32-11. 

Nebraska defeated ninth-ranked Oklahoma, 25-20, before a 
crowd of 1,500 in Norfolk, Neb. The Huskers lost two consecu- 
tive duals to fifth-ranked Minnesota and a disappointing 21-19 
loss at Iowa State. 

The Huskers completed the dual season with consecutive 
victories over Wyoming, Missouri and Northern Iowa. NU 
completed the dual season with a 12-6 overall record and 
ranked seventh in Amateur Wrestling News' dual rankings. 

Nebraska entered the Big Eight meet as the defending confer- 
ence champion, but was a decided underdog to Oklahoma 
State. The Huskers qualified four wrestlers for the finals, but 
finished a disappointing third at the meet behind OSU and 
Oklahoma. 

The highlight of the meet for Nebraska was the performance 
of senior Frank Velazquez. The 134-pounder won his second 
consecutive Big Eight title with a thrilling, 7-5 overtime win 
over lowa State's Derek Mountsier. Velazquez became the first 
Husker to win back-to- 
back conference crowns 
since Johnnie Selmon 
accomplished the featin 
1980-81. 

Eight Huskers quali- 
fied for the NCAA 
Championships — in 
Chapel Hill, N.C. NU 
entered the meet with 
hopes of a top 10 finish 
and several individual 
All-America honors. 

However, Nebraska 
quickly learned how 
difficult the national 
meet can be. Highly- 
seeded Velazquez and 
Ware were both first- 
round upset victims 
and several other Husk- 
ers lost hard-fought 
matches. The Huskers’ 
finished the meet with 
14.5 points, good for a tie for 29th place, Nebraska's lone All- 
American was senior Scott Gonyo who placed sixth at 118 
pounds.

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Nebraska Athletic Facilities 
The Bob Devaney Sports Center 


For the past 18 years, the University of Nebraska wrestling team has had its home in the Bob Devaney Sports Center complete 
with a spacious practice room. 

The wrestling practice area is in the center section of the Bob Devaney Sports Center. The practice room is 100' by 50’ and is 
adjoined by private locker rooms. Also nearby are training and sauna areas as well as weight training and indoor running facilities. 
The wrestling room has an independent heat and humidity control, which ensure the maximum in efficient training. 

Nebraska holds its meets in the 14,302-seat arena located in the east end of the complex. The arena is one of the nation’s finest 
collegiate athletic facilities. In addition to the Husker wrestling team, it is also home to the Husker men’s and women’s basketball 
and gymnastics teams. Last season the Devaney Center played host to NCAA men's gymnastics championships and in the past 
has hosted regional games in the NCAA men's and women's basketball tournament and NCAA women's volleyball tournament 
and Big Eight Championships in several sports. 

The building also includes an indoor track, swimming pool and a practice area for the men's gymnastics team and offices for 
10 of Nebraska's 22 varsity sports. 
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Athletic Director 


Bill Byrne 


A new chapter in the Huskers' rich 
athletic tradition began on June 26, 
1992, when Nebraska Chancellor Dr. 
Graham Spanier introduced Bill Byrne 
to succeed longtime athletic director 
Bob Devaney. Byrne became the 10th 
athletic director in school history and 
the third since 1962. 

Anenergetic 49-year-old, Byrne came to Nebraska following 
a highly-successful eight-year stint as athletic director at the 
University of Oregon. Recently named as secretary-treasurer of 
the College Football Association and a member of that 
organization's board of directors, Byrne heads into his second 
basketball season as NU's athletic director. 

He arrived in Lincoln as athletic director-designate on Nov. 
1, 1992, took the reins of the athletic department on Jan. 4, 1993, 
and has been a tireless worker every step of the way. During his 
first year on the job, Byrne traveled with nearly every Husker 
team at least once and canvassed the state of Nebraska, visiting 
with boosters, while learning the needs 
and concerns of Husker fans everywhere 
and making more than 150 speeches in the 
process. 

Under Byrne's leadership, the Husker 
athletic department has never missed a 
beat. In fact, during the 1993-94 academic 
year, Nebraska: 

"Won its 15th straight Big Eight Confer- 
ence all-sports championship. 

“Won nine of 21 conference champion- 
ships (football, men's and women's gym- 
nastics, men's and women's swimming, 
women's indoor and outdoor track, 
women's cross country and men’s indoor 
track), two more than the previous year. 
In addition, the Nebraska men's basket- 
ball team won its first-ever Phillips 66 Big Eight Tournamenttitle 
and the Husker men’s gymnastics team claimed the NCAA title. 

“Finished in the upper division of the conference standings in 
17 of 21 sports, and was 18th overall in the National Director's 
Cup all-sports race. 

“Produced its nation-leading 10th NCAA Today's Top Six 
Award winner in Trev Alberts, who also claimed the school's 
first Butkus Award. 

In addition to maintaining a high standard of excellence on 
the playing field, Byrne has successfully reorganized the de- 
partment for the 21st century. Stressing a more efficient use of 
resources, Byrne is in the process of creating a one-stop shop- 
ping type of organization so that the needs of student-athletes, 
fans and contributors can be met as promptly as possible. 

A former member of the NCAA committee for athletic certi- 
fication, Byrne is recognized as a national leader in intercolle- 
giate athletics and was recently appointed to the NCAA's 
special events committee. He is continuing to make an aggres- 
sive effort, along with other Big Eight athletic directors, to place 
Nebraska and other conference officials on key NCAA commit- 
tees in an effort to better represent the views of Big Eight 
member institutions. 

His plans for the future could lead to even more success for

the Huskers, Women’s soccer was added as a varsity sport at 
Nebraska for the fall of 1994, giving the Huskers a Big Eight- 
leading 22-sport offering. Byrne enlisted the Kansas City, Mo., 
firm of HOK Sport to develop a master facilities plan for the 
Huskers’ athletic program, In conjunction with the rest of the 
NU administration, Byrne has arranged to use the Husker 
football and basketball networks to promote causes and con- 
cerns which are important to the entire University community, 
including the institution's increased role in research. 

The continued rise of the overall Husker program should 
come as no surprise considering Byrne's previous accomplish- 
ments. He went to Oregon in 1992 as associate athletic director 
and the top administrator for the Duck Athletic Fund. He 
immediately established fund-raising offices in Portland and 
southern Oregon and established a full-time marketing and 
promotions operation, which blossomed to encompass the 
Oregon Sports Network for statewide inhouse production of 
Ducks’ athletic contests on radio and television. 

He assumed the duties of director of athletics in May of 1984 
as one of the youngest directors in Division I athletics, During 
his eight-year tenure as athletic director, Oregon qualified for 
postseason competition in football, men's and women's basket- 
ball, volleyball, wrestling, softball, men's 
and women's cross country, men's and 
women's track and field and men's golf. 
The Ducks claimed three NCAA titles in 
Byrne's tenure, one each in men's and 
women's track and field and women’s cross 
country. Meanwhile, Oregon's overall ath- 
letic budget soared to $12.5 million in 1992 
from $5 million in 1984. 

One of Byrne's most noted accomplish- 
ments at Oregon was the three-year con- 
struction project to build the $11 million 
Casanova Athletic Center, the home of the 
Ducks’ football team and athletic depart- 
ment offices. The project, $19 million in all, 
also included a new press box, sky suites 
and a complete renovation of Autzen Sta- 
dium. The facility was financed through skybox and skysuite 
revenues, sale of sponsor seats and cash and gift-in-kind dona- 
tions. It was completed in 1991 and two years later, the facility's 
Hall of Champions was dedicated in Byrne's honor. 

Respected by his peers, Byrne served as president of the 
National Association of Collegiate Directors of Athletics 
(NACDA)in 1991-92, and isin his fifth year on thatorganization's 
executive committee, He was also chairman of the Pac-10 
Conference executive committee and was named national fund- 
raiser-of-the-year by the National Athletic Fundraisers. 

Born in Boston, Byrne grew up in Idaho and attended Idaho 
State University, where he was student body president. He 
received bachelor's and master's degrees in business at the 
Pocatello school in 1967 and 1971, respectively. Before going to 
Oregon in 1982, he was assistant athletic director at San Diego 
State (1980-82), executive director of the New Mexico Lobo Club 
(1976-79) and director of alumni relations at Idaho State (1971- 
76). 

A professional educator, Byrne's wife Marilyn served as a 
middle school principal in Oregon. She is completing 
coursework fora PhD. and is teaching at Nebraska. The Byrnes 
have two sons, Bill, whois employed by Visa in Red Wood City, 
Calif., and Greg, a recent graduate of Arizona State. 
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The University of Nebraska 


The University of Nebraska was chartered by the Legislature 
in 1869 as the state’s public university and land-grant institu- 
tion. Founded in Lincoln, the University of Nebraska was 
expanded in 1968 into a state educational system now compris- 
ing four campuses under the guidance of a Board of Regents 
and a central administration. 

The university’s flagship campus, the University of Ne- 
braska-Lincoln, includes the agricultural components orga- 
nized within the Institute of Agriculture and Natural Resources. 
UNL is Nebraska's only land-grant university and its major 
comprehensive institution of higher education. For its 24,000 
students from all parts of the world, Nebraska offers a wide 
range of undergraduate, professional, and graduate programs 
including those leading to the doctorate. 

As Nebraska carries out its three-part mission of teaching, 
research and service, the overall impact of its efforts in each area 
is greater than the sum of its separate parts, ensuring that the 
quality of all of its institutional programs is consistent with the 
expectations and needs of Nebraskans. Nebraska is continu- 
ously designing new academic frameworks to provide students 
with the mental skills and broad perspectives of educated 
citizens. 

Quality instruction is emphasized in Nebraska's eight under- 
graduate colleges, the Graduate College and the College of 
Law. The Colleges of Agricultural Sciences and Natural Re- 
sources, Architecture, Arts and Sciences, Business Administra- 
tion, Engineering and Technology, Human Resources and Fam- 
ily Sciences, Journalism and Teachers College offer more than 
100 degree programs leading to career opportunities in the arts, 
the sciences, the humanities and the professions. 

Over the years, alumni suchas authors Willa Cather and Mari 
Sandoz, legal educator Roscoe Pound, anthropologist Loren 
Eisley, Pulitzer Prize-winning journalists James Risser and 
Marjie Lundstrom, presidential advisers such as Ted Sorensen 
and Clayton Yeutter, Nobel-prize winning scientists such as 
George W. Beadle and Donald Crum, inventor Harold “Doc” 
Edgerton and computer pioneer Jay Forrester have enriched the 
university's tradition of leadership and scholarly excellence. 

Nebraska receives more than $50 million annually in grants 
and contracts from outside sources for research, instruction, 
public service, administration and student aid. Nebraska re- 
ceives special funds through an innovative program initiated 
by the state government for research in areas with potential 
impact on the state's economic development. 

The campus is home to the nationally renowned Sheldon 
Memorial Art Gallery and Sculpture Garden, the Christlieb 
Collection of Western Art and the Lied Center for Performing 
Arts. The University of Nebraska State Museum boasts a world- 
class fossil collection and helped develop Ashfall Fossil Beds 
State Park, which opened in the summer of 1991. 

Noted for its outstanding athletic programs, Nebraska is also 
noted for the quality of its academic programs for student- 
athletes. Its Hewit Training Center for student-athletes pro- 
vides computer labs, study areas, career counseling and other 
academic support services.

The $2.3 million academic area originated in 1983 and is 
nearly 30,000 square feet in size. Initial funding came from the 
Nebraska football teams’ appearance in the inaugural Kickoff 
Classic in 1983. 

The money from that game, combined with generous dona- 
tions from the Robert and Sue Boekel family and the William 
and Betty Hewit family, allowed Nebraska student-athletes to 
have the finest academic support center in the country. 

The facility serves nearly 650 student-athletes, houses ad- 
ministrators, counselors, a reading lounge, quiet study area, 
classroom, conference room, computer lab, study hall and 
career center. 

Notonly do Nebraska's current student-athletes benefit from 
the foresight and generosity of the Hewit’s and Boekel’s, pro- 
spective student-athletes see the nation’s largest and finest 
academic area as a major advantage.

Three Steps to Success 

With an enrollment of nearly 25,000 students, the University 
of Nebraska offers an environment rich in academic tradition.

Academic Support 


1. Tutorial Support 

One of Nebraska’‘s largest, and perhaps most beneficial sup- 
port services for student-athletes is the Tutorial Program. The 
program strives to accomplish several goals and has three basic 
components designed to help reach these goals. They are: 
Academic Profile, Subject Tutoring and Mentoring. 
2. Supplemental Instruction 

Supplemental instruction helps student-athletes ease their 
transition from the high school classroom to the college class- 
room. 
3. Academic Supervision 

An important part of the academic process for student- 
athletes is the monitoring of their short-term and long-term 
academic success. Three programs designed to help the stu- 
dent-athlete are: study hall, grade reports, and class attendance. 
4. Computer Resources 

First-class computer instruction is available and designed to 
enhance student-athletes’ efficiency and performance in the 
classroom by utilizing a state-of-the-art computer lab. 
5. Reading and Writing Lab 

The newest program available to Nebraska's student-ath- 
letes helps them improve the skills which are imperative for 
success regardless of the student’s academic abilities. 

The goal of this lab is to enhance reading and writing skills 
while reducing student anxiety through student-centered ac- 
tivities focused on current coursework. 


Professional Development Counseling at UNL 
1. Career Exploration 

Knowing that less than one percent of all collegiate athletes 
advance to professional sports, NU’s Athletic Counseling Unit 
in 1988 pioneered a complete career counseling program for 
student-athletes. 

The career exploration phase has programs designed to help 
with career selection and clarification. These programs include: 
interest inventories, DISCOVER (a computerized career guid- 
ance and planning program aimed at helping students discover 
relevant majors and career goals), monthly career nights, career 
fairs, shadowing experiences, internships and cooperative edu- 
cation. 

2. Career Planning 

An important aspect of preparing for a career is the teaching 
of job-development skills. At Nebraska, methods are taught to 
improve these skills, including: resume development, cover- 
letter writing, job search strategies, interviewing skills, and 
graduate, law and professional school placement assistance. 
3. Career Placement 

Assistance is provided in securing full-time employment 
upon graduation. 

4. Degree Audit Program 

Nebraska's Athletic Academic Counseling Unit has a track- 
ing system in place to ensure accurate course selection and 
provide monitoring of each student-athletes’ progress toward 
a degree in his/her chosen field. 


More than 82 percent of scholarship athletes who have exhausted their 
eligibility have graduated from Nebraska. 


Personal Support 
1. Orientation 

The Academic Athletic Counseling Department coordinates 
a New Student-Athlete Orientation program which is aimed at 
helping student-athletes make the delicate transition from high 
school to college. 
2, Personal Counseling 

This program is designed to provide the student-athlete with 
a supportive, caring environment. There are four major areas 
covered in this program, They are transitional issues, stress 
management, academic focus, and personal crisis intervention. 
3. Multi-Cultural Support 

This program is designed to enhance cultural awareness for 
all student-athletes to help build a supportive, caring environ- 
ment in which to learn and compete. Support programs have 
been developed to help student-athletes address concerns within 
campus life, athletics and society in general. 
4. Husker Outreach Program 

University of Nebraska student-athletes are encouraged to 
participate in community-wide programs which help make 
them become better citizens and better role models for youth in 
Lincoln and throughout Nebraska. There are four programs 
available to Cornhusker student-athletes through the Husker 
Outreach Program. The programs allow participants to come in 
contact with an estimated 50,000 prepsters annually. 
5. Drug Education and Continuing Support Program 

Evaluation and support systems designed to educate and 
support student-athletes for a drug-free life are the hallmark of 
this unique program. Among the services available are: Assess- 
ment, Education, Personal Development, and Support. 
6. Preparation for Life After Sports 

Seminars and counseling support aimed at helping student- 
athletes with the disengagement from athletics is one of the 
most important areas of Nebraska's entire Athletic Academic 
Counseling Unit.

Dennis Leblanc is the director, Keith 
Zimmer is the interim assistant director and career counselor, 
Trina Kudlacek is an academic counselor and Sonya Yarnell is 
the coordinator of multicultural athletic programs. 

The success of Nebraska's athletic academic counseling unit 
is reflected in the achievements of its student-athletes. More 
Cornhusker student-athletes have been selected to the GTE 
Academic All-America team than any other school in the coun- 
try and more Huskers have earned academic All-Big Eight 


honors than any other conference school. 

In addition, no school has had more athletes receive the 
NCAA's highest award, Today’s Top Six, than the University of 
Nebraska, In addition, Cornhusker athletes have been awarded 
the third-highest number of NCAA post-graduate scholarships 
to help further their educations.
